The German government did not 
publish these proposals, to which 
ho Christian Democratic’ npposi- 
tion objects violently, and Chan- 
cellor Brandt appeared in the 
Bundestag to say that these were 
just ideas that people tossed 
around. There {s certainly a con- 
nection between such nebulous 
ideas of total neutrality and the 
abrupt instructions to the U.S.

Germany docs 
not soll us arms, but it is 
by no means hostile during a 
war; it probably docs not wish 
to be.

“T{LEPHANT Skull,” the re- 
markable series of etchings 
by famed British sculptor Henry 
oore, now on show at the Israel 
Museum, was published by Geraid 
Cramer of Geneva in 1970, This 
splendid album whieh contains a 
foreword by Henry J, Seldis, has 
been presented to the Israel Mu- 
seum by Mr. and Mrs. Phill 
Klutznick. Beautifully drawn an: 
marvellously well printed (by 
Jean-Paul Berger at Atelier La- 
couviere οἱ Frélaut, Paris) these 32 
etchings (in an edition of 100} 
are a milestone in Moore's sin- 
gular career, and, Ilke Picasso's 
342 series, are a graphic achleve- 
ment in themselves, Ono can only 
stand amazed at the tremendous 
roxeneralive powers of creation 
riven to artists and composers 
ike Verdi, Picasso and Moore, 
who produce masterpieccy at an 
age when others are sliding into 
their dotage. Moore was 70 when 
he received an elephant skull as 
a present from Prof. Julian Hux- 
ley.

Moore, the most eminent sculpter

ABRAHAM HAS not been long 
in the Land of Israel when 
against his will, he is involved 
in war, the “war of the four 
kings against the five.” The in- 
vading kings, we are told, ‘‘smote 
all the country of ... the Amorites 
who dwelt in Hazazontamar". 
(14,7). 

According to TI Chron. 20,2, 
this Hazazon-tamar is none other 
than the fantastic oasis of Ein 
Gedi on the Dead Sea, and the 
name probably meang “the place 
of the pruning of palm trees." In 
Biblical times, it was famous both 
for its palms and for its_henna 
(Song of Songs 1,14). In the 
Second Temple period, however, 
thess products were superant® 
in importance by the cultivation 
of the rare and precious balsam, 
although according to Josephus, 
this balsam was brought to Israe! 
by the Queen of Sheba in Solo- 
mon’s time, and there is evi- 
dence that it flourished there 
during the Sixth century B.C.E.
